This does not mean 
that I am in any way opposed 
to its steady, healthy growth. On 
the contrary many desirable new 
residents and guests will un­ 
doubtedly be attracted by an in­ 
crease in well planned improve­ 
ments to provide for more cul­ 
tural and health advantages and 
additional entertainment a n d 
recreational facilities. For exam­ 
ple almost untouched in develop­ 
ment is the Indian Reservation. 
The real "Palm Springs" owned 
by our friends the local tribe of 
Agua Caliente Indians should be­ 
come a world renowned Spa. 
These Indians themselves are not 
fully understood or appreciated. 
Their arts and customs should be 
encouraged and revived. 
With European countries closed 
to the world traveller, a renewed 
interest in California and the 
Desert will be shown. Nature has 
given us an unexcelled location 
in an unrivalled climate. It is a 
challenge to all of us here to cre­ 
ate and maintain a village of sim­ 
ple charm which can deserve this 
exceptional setting, and arouse 
the enthusiasm of our visitors. 
Seeking improvement in health 
I came to Palm Springs in No­ 
vember eighteen years ago. I 
shall never forget my first morn­ 
ing's impression of the clean, dry. 
invigorating air and the clear 
view of our snow capped moun­ 
tain ranges. At that moment I 
knew that I had found the spot 
in which I wanted to live. A l­ 
though fully recovered in health 
several years ago. I cannot now 
live happily anywhere else. My 
debt to Palm Springs can never 
be fully repaid. To me it is both 
an honor and a privilege to have 
been selected to serve on our 
first city council. While setting 
up a new organization always re­ 
quires lime and patience, and the 
results of our undertaking seem 
slow in appearing, I am confident 
that real progress has been made. 
I know that there is a sincere 
desire among civic leaders to 
serve faithfully.

The contract, approved by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of the Interior but not yet signed by the con­ 
tracting parties, between the Agua Caliente In­ 
dians and John M. Forline was received last week 
at the local Indian office. This contract does not go 
into effect, however, until signed by both Mr. For­ 
line and two Indians acting for the tribe. 
The agreement between Mr.< 
Forline and the Indians, which 
has been app'oved as to form by 
the U. S. D. 1., provides that the 
Indians have the authority "to 
enter into and ixecute a con­ 
tract of employment with John 
M. Forline for an initial period 
of three years upon such terms 
and conditions as they may deem 
proper; provided that the com­ 
pensation to be paid to the tribal 
agent and business manager out 
of tribal funds shall be limited 
to a salary of $3,000 per annum, 
payable monthly, plus his rea­ 
sonable and necessary expenses, 
not to exceed $750 per year.” 
Many Duties 
The contract designates in five 
and one-half full pages what are 
the multitudinous duties of Mr. 
Forline 
as 
tribal counsellor. 
Some of the duties of the tribal 
counsellor, as outlined in the 
agreement, are as follows: 
1. Manage the business affairs 
of the tribe in accordance with

2. Develop the assets of the 
tribe with a view to increasing 
tribal income. 
3. Assist 
individual members 
of the tribe and protect them 
against fraud or financial loss. 
4. Secure work for members of 
the tribe and assist them to se­ 
cure instruction and training for 
work and business matters, and 
in the various Indian arts and 
crafts. 
5. Represent the tribe in all 
contacts of a business or civic 
nature with the citizens of Palm 
Springs, county, state and fed­ 
eral officials and agencies. 
6. Work with the tribe and the 
office of Indian Affairs in the 
field of community planning and 
development for the best devel­ 
opment of proper use of tribal 
property. 
TO PROMOTE HARMONY 


7. Promote peace and harmony 
among all members of the tribe. 
8. Shall not engage in any bus­ 
iness or activity outside the tribe 
which may be against the tribe's 
best interests. 
9. Attend all official meetings 
of the tribe and such committee 
meetings 
as may 
require his 
counsel. 
10. Perform such other duties 
as may be required by the direc­ 
tion of the tribe as defined by 
the rules and laws of the office 
of Indian Affairs. 
11. All moneys derived from 
the leasing of tribal property 
shall be deposited with the Su 
perintendent of the Mission In 
dian Agency at Riverside, to be 
accounted for as tribal funds. 
12. Shall not assign or dele­ 
gate to any other persons any of 
the duties and obligations im­ 
posed upon him by the agree 
ment. 
13. The agreement is to be in 
effect for three years, may be ex­ 
tended by the Secretary of the 
Interior as the tribe may desire, 
and may be terminated by either 
party by 90 days notice. 
14. The resolution authorizing 
the signing of the agreement 
must be signed by at least 60 
per cent of the adult members of 
the tribe. 
Fail To Meet 
The postponed tribal meeting 
of the Agua Caliente Indians 
scheduled for last night, Thurs­ 
day, was again not held. A quo­ 
rum failed to show up for the 
meeting. 
There 
are 
26 
adult 
members of the tribe, 18 consti­ 
tute a quorum, and it takes the 
vote of 15 to approve the con­ 
tract. There have been a num­ 
ber of attempts to meet. 
It is reported that a quorum 
did not appear for the meeting 
because a group of the Indians 
who object to the salary item 
remained away. This group, said 
to be led by Lena Welmus, do not 
objejct to Mr. Forline as tribal 
business manager but only seek 
to have the salary item of the 
contract revised, it is understood. 
Mr. Forline is reported to have 
the active support of Chief Willie 
Marcus. 
Far Fetched 
It was rumored here this week 
that Lena Welmus and her group 
have their eyes on another man 
for the position of tribal counsel­ 
lor. Persons here well informed 
concerning local Indian affairs, 
however, believe that this is 
rather far fetched, as the con­ 
tract approved by the U. S. D. I. 
is specifically between John M. 
Forline and the Agua Caliente 
band of Indians. It is also un­ 
derstood here that only because 
of their high regard for Mr. For­ 
line as a man and an executive 
did the Department of the Inter­ 
ior ever approve a contract of the 
nature of the one now in ques­ 
tion.

600 Shots A Minute 
The “Tommy" will shoot 600 
rounds a minute or a drum of 
50 shells in five seconds. When 
metal 
piercing 
ammunition 
is 
used, according to the demon­ 
strator, an officer could cut a 
car in two and kill all the occu­ 
pants in five seconds. The "Tom 
m y” shoots at the rate of 10 
shots per second. 
Chief Bispham, 
Police Com­ 
missioner Merrill Crockett, Judge 
Albert 
R. 
Hoffman, Constable 
Templeton, officers of the Palm 
Springs Police Departm ent and 
representatives 
of

press 
gathered at 10:30 o’clock Thurs­ 
day at the police station for the 
demonstration. Mr. Wallace dis­ 
played a few new items of po­ 
lice equipment, and gave his va 
rious demonstrations; then the 
assembled

Local Men Shoot 
After demonstrating the firing 
of the submachine gun, Mr. Wal­ 
lace allowed the police officers 
to try the weapon. 
It is against the law for any 
person other than a Federal, 
state, county or local officer to 
have a Thompson gun in his pos­ 
session. All such guns are regis­ 
tered with the Federal govern­ 
ment, except the few in the 
hands of the underworld. None 
of these machine guns have been 
manufactured since the World 
War, according to the demonstra­ 
tor. So many were manufactured 
at that time, he pointed out, that 
no more will be made until the 
present supply has been used up. 
An attachment for the Thomp­ 
son Submachine Gun has been 
perfected, known as the Cutts 
Compensator, that has eliminated 
the gun's kick. Although the 
Thompson is a .45 calibre rifle, 
the demonstrator Thursday fired 
the machine gun with only one

with

against his chin. The recoil did 
not hurt him in the least, al­ 
though it was on full fire. 
Laughs At Movie Bandits 
Don Wallace laughed at the 
way the motion picture bandits 
handle the "Tommy.” He said 
that it is evident that none of 
these actors have ever had a real 
one in their hands. He said if a 
person shot one of these subma­ 
chine guns on full fire in the 
way the average motion picture 
bandit holds the weapon, no one 
would ever get shot but the peo­ 
ple on the roofs of the tall build­ 
ings. 
Wallace left Palm Springs in 
1931 when he sold out his stables 
here to Norman Farra.

It is the plan of Chief Bispham 
to throw the police range open to 
residents for use on certain days. 
Two days a week will 
be 
set 
aside for instruction of police of­ 
ficers. 
The range will be operated en­ 
tirely by the police department. 
The range masters will be offi­ 
cers off duty. Certain hours will 
be set when a range master will 
be on duty, and 
during 
these 
hours villagers can 
receive 
in­ 
struction in pistol and rifle shoot­ 
ing. Locals will have the oppor­ 
tunity to be instructed concern­ 
ing combat practice. 
The police boys want to build 
a standard police range as 
out­ 
lined by the National Rifle As­ 
sociation of Washington, 
D. C. 
They have at the police station 
now blue prints of a regulation 
range, that they received 
from 
the association. 
The major hitch to the imme­ 
diate construction of the range 
is the m atter of funds. The po­ 
lice boys need about $100 to build

New State Insurance 
Law Will Affect 
Palm Springs Residents 


It has been learned from the 
office of Kocher-Samson 
Insur­ 
ance Service that among 
t h e 
1100 new bills passed by the last 
session of the state legislature, is 
one which will affect 
a large 
num ber of home ow ners in Palm 
Springs. 
It is Assembly Bill No. 
156. 
This bill provides that any per­ 
son engaged in household service 
who is employed by one employ­ 
er for ever fifty-two hours p e r 
week, is an employe w ithin the 
term s of the Compensation Act, 
and his em ployer is liable 
for 
compensation benefits under the 
act. 
Assembly Bill No. 121 provides 
for a m andatory penalty of not 
less than $300.00 on 
employers 
who fail to insure their compen­ 
sation liability. 
Failure to pro­ 
vide such insurance constitutes a 
m isdem eanor, according to 
t h e 
Kocher-Sam son agency. 
Prior to the passage of Bill No. 
156 it was not necessary for a 
hom e ow ner to provide compen­ 
sation insurance for domestic. “It 
w ill behoove home ow ners w ith 
full-tim e household servants to 
check into the m atter of w hether 
or not they are required to pro­ 
tect them selves,” H erbert 
Sam ­ 
son stated this week.

LITTLE HOME TOWN 


One of the finest tributes to life in the little 
town appeared in Homer D. King’s column “Obser­ 
vations,” in the Hemet News recently. Since Palm 
Springs is nothing more than a little town growing 
up the article fits here. It is reproduced below: 
“This piece might be titled ‘It Couldn’t Happen 
Here.’ 
In a great American metropolis the other 
day a hearse was followed by one small Ford in 
which sat a man driving and three small children, 
crying piteously. 
“Through the crowded streets the small cortege 
wended its way. 
Cars of all descriptions whizzed 
by it, filled with laughing, happy, troubled or care­ 
worn men and women, and few of them 
e v e n 
glimpsed the tragedy of the hearse and its fol­ 
lowers. 
A father and three small children going 
to bury the mother, and going alone. 
“Such a thing just couldn’t happen in Hemet or 
any of the thousands of other friendly rural com­ 
munities of this great land of ours. 
“In the American small town, no m atter h o w 
poor or lowly you may be, some kindly souls will 
always follow you to the grave and some tender 
hearts will weep with those who love you. 
These 
small town folk may be prying and curious and ig­ 
norant, but when trouble comes they are always 
ready to help. 
Perhaps they are what some city 
dwellers like to call small-souled individuals, but 
wrhat does it matter so long as they have such big 
hearts. 
“The cities may be fine places to live in, but 
they are mighty lonesome places to die in. 
The 
people there are so busy in pursuing their petty 
ambitions, so intent on keeping pace, so engrossed 
with their trivial occupations that they have no 
time to stop when death passes. They rush their 
dead off swiftly to the cemetery and lay thém away 
as quickly as possible. 
They send their floral of­ 
ferings to the undertaking parlors and let it go at 
that. 
In the cities they say it with flowers; but 
here in the country we say it with tears. 
“It is not that city dwellers have harder hearts. 
It is only that they have grown so used to rubbing 
shoulders with tragedy that they ignor it. 
“It is indeed regretable that this mother who 
went to her grave in the big city the other day, fol­ 
lowed only by her broken man and those sobbing 
children, might not have been privileged to die in 
the small town where this is written or in one of 
the other small towns just like it 
that 
stretch 
across the far reaches of the land.”

The Public's Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


The first day of the opening of 
schools is one of great 
excite­ 
m ent and preparation, not 
only 
for those youngsters just begin­ 
ning this new life, emerging from 
their preschool era, but also for 
those m others who are sending 
their first child to begin his or1 
her education. 
The child is awed and possibly 
a bit fearful. 
He sees new faces 
around 
him. 
and 
everything 
seem s strange. 
He finds th at he 
m ust m ake adjustm ents in his re­ 
lations with his fellow students. 
It is here that the tact and diplo­ 
macy of the teacher comes into 
his life. 
She should be quick to 
detect personality difficulties in 
each child, and eexreise sym pathy 
and understanding in their solu­ 
tion. 
The youngster who has 
been 
accustomed to having 
his 
own 
way at home, m ust be taught to 
carry on his activities in school 
on the basis of cooperation. 
He 
m ust apply the rule 
of 
equal 
privileges 
and 
duties 
for 
all. 
Some will adjust easily, others 
will find it difficult. 
The latter 
m ight rebel under this new type 
of gentle but firm discipline. 
The young m other, as w ell as 
the teacher, m ust realize this new 
problem. 
She m ust be able to 
evaluate fairly any tales that the 
child may bring home, and 
re ­ 
frain from draw ing 
any 
hasty 
conclusions. 
The im agination of 
children m ay 
som etimes 
reach 
elastic 
bounds, 
and 
incidents 
which occur at school m ay 
be 
told to the parent in a biased 
m anner. 
At this point it would 
be w ell for the m other to take 
the m atter up w ith the school au ­ 
thorities, preferably the teacher, 
and irfon out th e solution w ith 
her. 
G ranted that all parents n atu r­ 
ally think a great deal of their 
children, 
nevertheless, 
t h e y 
should not lose sight of the fact 
that no criticism s 
against 
t h e 
school should be made on chil­ 
drens’ stories, w ithout first find­ 
ing out the facts. 
They should 
rem em ber th at quite often t h e 
school personnel have homes and 
children of their own, and have 
the interest of the child upp er­ 
most in their minds. 
P aren t - teacher organizations 
are very im portant in m aintain­ 
ing proper relations betw een the 
home and the school. It is a fine 
idea for each parent to become 
acquainted 
w ith 
the 
child’s 
teacher right at the 
beginning. 
M em bership in this group helps 
to accom plish this end. 
In those 
schools w here these clubs 
a r e 
strong and w ell represented by 
the 
parents, 
problem s 
arising 
therein are m ost easily solved. 
It is much b etter to know your 
teacher through this group, than
